OW Guard Settles Honor On Harding When

After Ninth Ballot 


Calvin Coolidge, Massachusetts Governor Of 


Boston Police Strike Fame Is Named As /fan- 
ning Mate For Marion, Ohio Man 


COLISEUM, CHICAGO, ILL., June 12.—Warren G. 


Harding, senator from Ohio, was nominated as the Repub- 
lican candidate for the presidency at 6:13. o'clock tonight 
at the tenth ballot. 


Following the big swing to Harding on the ninth ballot, 


he gained steadily at the beginning of the tenth. 
Arkan- 


sas saw the band wagon and climbed aboard, giving him 
her entire block of 13. 


From then on action was rapid. 
Delaware gave her 


mite of six, Florida floated from Wood with 71 •_.. 
Even 


Illinois broke against Lowden and cast 22 1-5 to Harding, 
and only 17 to Lowden. 
Indiana, Iowa, Massachsuetts 


and Michigan followed in the alphabetical order returning 
a majority of delegation for Harding for the first time of 
the balloting. 


Governor Sproul himself announced the turning of 


Pennsylvania's six for the senator. 
The rest of the votes 


were scattered among other candidates as courtesies. 
Sproul had released his delegates at the end of the ninth 
ballot. 


Charles Warren was the first man to inform Harding 


that he had been nominated. He rushed up the stairs 
from the field ballot bursting into the room and said: 


"Mr. Harding, you are nominated." 
Harcling's statement as he rushed from the Coliseum 


was: 


"Boys, I'm proud of it—I'm proud of it—I'm proud of 


it." 


Calvin Coolidge, governor of Massachusetts, was nomi- 


nated as candidate for vice president at 7:08 tonight on the 
first ballot carrying the necessary 493 when the ballott 
i cached Pennsylvania. 


Only three other candidates were presented to the con- 


vention : Governor Henry Allen, of Kansas; Henry W. An- 
derson, of Virginia, and Senator Irvin L. Lenroot, of Wis- 
consin, but several others received complimentary votes in 
the single ballot taken. 


Following the customary unanimous nomination of Gov- 


ernor Coolidge for vice president, John G. Oglesby, lieu- 
teant governor of Illinois offered a resolution to effect a 
more equal form of representation in future conventions, 
effective with next convention. 


A vote is ordered on motion to table resolution. 
The motion is defeated and resolution is then voted. 
It 


is adopted. 


Hert, of Kentucky, offers resolution: 
"Resolved, That Henry Cabot Lodge be appointed the 


chairman of committee to notify Harding of his nomina- 
tion. 
Also that William Allen White be appointed to no- 


tify Governor Coolidge of nomination as vice president." 


The resolution was adopted. 
Chairman Hays, of the Republican national committee 


moved the convention adjourn and motion carried. 


Adjournment was had at 7:31.

by inch the liquor forces aip reeling backward In uttpr rout and disaster, i 
For seventy-five years, under varying fortunes, with liquor apparently get-; 


ting the best of it in every individual skirmish and battle, but with a relentless! 
undertow of sentiment slowly but irresistibly forming against it. the traffic in ( 
intoxicants has been steadily driven from one social trench to another, from i 
one political stronghold into a weaker and from one judicial position to an- 
other less tenable. 


Recent sweeping decisions of the supreme court have ended 
the legal 


battle for al! time. 
Now the political fight alone remains to be won by the ( 


opponents of intoxicants. 
Prohibition IB as strongly entrenched in the fed-, 


eral constitution as human freedom and the highest court has even gone so 
far as to give a specific vindication of the so called Volstead law, defining the 
maximum alcoholic contents of all beverages. 


The Volstead law, however is amenable to revision or total repeal. The 


right of congress to determine what is and what is not an Intoxicant has been 
fully upheld, but succeeding congresses can enact such legislation as they see 
fit. 


In the meanwhile South Carolina appears on the modern judicial stage , 


as the ardent and vehement upholder of the supremacy of the federal constltu 
i 


tion, while Massachusetts enters at the same dramatic motnent as the advo | 
cate of states rights: 
Such is the power of time and circumstances to alter 


cases. 


It still remains for the tnmperance forces to keep alive the 
political I 


conscience of the voters on this issu" 
The congressional election both this 


year and in 1922 may largel> hinge on the Volstead law 
Despite the howl] 


from the liquor cainp that congiess pased the Volstead law while a couple of j 
million voters were away on an unpleasant mission In France, the fad remains 
that the congress which enacted this law was elected before the soldiers went 
away. 


This and similar lines of camouflage may be expected from the defeated! 


liquor forces, but the fact remains that the great judicial bulwark of the nation 
is solidly on the side of temperance and that bulwark, the world knows, is not 
easily moved. 


The wets themselves have at last been forced to admit openly that which 


they have. long secretly realized that if prohibition is to come out of the con 
stltution it will have to come out the same way it went In, by a wet amendment 
ratified by three fourths of the sovereign states and that the word "legislature" 
means exactly what the frameis of the constitution held it to mean, and not the 
Individual vote of the plectois of n given state 


The contention of the wft«t that there should 'be a federal provision for 


the initiative and referendum is beside the question. As a general proposition 
we agree with them. Rut asirt» from that, the fact remains that prohibition 
went into the constitution of the United States in precisely the samp way every 
other amendment was insertH that it was more fully discussed than perhaps 
any other amendment, and that Instead of having the bare 
requirement of 


three-fourths of the states, considerably more than 90 percent of the states 
ratified the Eighteenth Amendment in the only way prescribed by the consti- 
tution for its own alteration. 


And all the liquor propaganda and camouflage in the world will not be able 


to upset these basic fruts
